CUB HUNTING: 


Wednesday, September 17th, 1884. 


MM": at Norton Conyers. Had a good show of cubs and did some 
L good work; a fair scent. Had twenty-four and a-half couples of 


dogs. The weather was foggy and hot. Two foxes were killed 


and one run to ground. 


Friday, September roth. 


Met at Langton Hall, and found a brace of foxes in Thrintoft Whin. 
No scent. Masterman’s Plantation, Cust’s Plantation, and Streatham Whin 


blank. Had twenty-four and a-half couples of bitches. Fine ‘weather. 


Monday, September 22nd. 


Met at Kirby Fleetham, and found and killed a cub in Oran Whin. 
Found a good litter at Kirby Fleetham Banks, and ran from fox to fox for an 
hour. Killed in Fencote Whin. Had twenty-two and a-half couples of dogs. 


The weather was fine and warm and the scent fair.

Wednesday, September 24th. 


Met at Busby Stoop, and found a good litter at Carlton Rush. Killed 
a cub and ran another to ground. Went to Breckenbro’ and Sion Hill; a capital 
show at both places, but a wretched scent. Had twenty-four couples of bitches. 
Weather fine and dry. 


Friday, September 26th. 


Met at Hutton Bonville and found two litters. No scent. Hounds 
worked well and broke up their foxes first rate. Had twenty-three couples of 
dogs. Weather fine. Killed four. 


Saturday, September 27th. 


Met at Sinderby Station and found an old fox in the Osier Bed at 
Ainderby Quernhow. Stopped hounds. Went away with an old fox from Holme 
Whin and ran him to ground at Pickhill Village. Found a good litter in Pick- 
hill Wood. Did some good work and killed a cub. Fine weather and a fair 


scent. 


Monday, September 2gth. 


Met at Newton House and found two litters. Ran hard for some time 
with a cub in Gatenby Wood and from there to Pitt Bottoms, where we killed. 
Some good work was done afterwards. Had twenty-seven and a-half couples of 


dogs. The weather was fine and the scent good. 


Wednesday, October rst. 


Met at Baldersby and found a brace of old foxes in Black Wood ; also 
found a litter in the other covers and killed a cub. Had twenty-four couples of 


bitches. Weather fine and a bad scent. 


Friday, October 3rd. 


Did not hunt, on account of the death of Lady Adelaide Pierse. 


Monday, October 6th. 


Met at Snape and found an old fox in Low Park Wood. Stopped 
hounds. Went away with a cub from the Osier Bed into the Black Plantation ; 
several on foot. Ran from fox to fox for some time, when a cub broke away 
towards Low Park with the hounds close at him, and killed him in the open. 


Had twenty-three and a-half couples of dogs. Fine weather and a fair scent. 


Wednesday, October 8th. 


Met at Humberton and found foxes there. Also found at Milby Whin, 
but could do no good with the cubs. Afterwards ran an old fox for an hour over 
the River Yore, and in re-crossing we lost him. Had twenty-four couples of 


bitches. Weather fine and dry and the scent fair. 


Friday, October roth. 


Met at Streetlam and found an old fox in Fellgate Moor; stopped 
hounds. Found a litter at the Tile Shed Plantation and ran one for forty 
minutes over the open; killed him at Pepper Arden. Pepper Arden Covers, 
Reedholme, and Streetlam Plantation drew blank. Found in the Whin and ran 
hard for twenty minutes, when the hounds were stopped. Had twenty-four and 


a-half couples of dogs. A fair scent out of cover. 


Saturday, October 11th. 


Met at Clifton Castle and found a strong litter. Gave the cubs a good 


rattling and went away with an old fox as if for Park House. Brought him back 
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and killed him by the river. Afterwards drew Eelmire ; found a strong litter 
and killed one. Had twenty-four couples of bitches. Fine dry weather and a 


fair scent. Ran one to ground. 


Monday, October 13th. 


Met at Langthorne and found two litters. Had twenty-four couples 


of dogs. Fine weather, moderate scent. Killed two. 


Wednesday, October 15th. 


Met at Solberge and found a good litter. Ran an old fox for an hour 
and killed him. Had another quick fifteen minutes’ run, when the hounds were 
stopped from crossing the Swale. Afterwards found a cub in a Spinney near the 
Wiske, which he crossed, and headed for Northallerton Station. After a quick 
run of three-quarters of an hour past Ainderby Steeple, through the Solberge 
Covers, and over the Newby Wiske Road, the hounds ran from scent to view, 
and killed him in the open. Mr. John Booth, who was out shooting, saw the 
kill. Had twenty-two and a-half couples of bitches. The weather was wet and 


the scent good. 
Friday, October 17th. 


Met at Azerley and had a nice show of cubs, but there was no scent. 


Weather very warm and fine. Killed one and ran one to ground. 


Saturday, October 18th. 


Met at Hackfall and drew Rexmoor Plantation. Found in Biggin 
Wood, ran to Hut’s Gill and on through Hackfall to the Azerley End; back, and 
away over Nutwith Common, past Rexmoor, and up on to the Moors; made a 
wide ring through Biggin Wood, and killed in the open at Bramley Grange, after 


a run of two hours and forty-five minutes, A most exciting finish after a very 
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hard day for hounds and horses. The hounds had not hunted that country for 
fourteen years. Had twenty-one couples of bitches. The weather was fine and 


dry and the scent good. 


Monday, October 2oth. 


Met at Busby Stoop and found a brace of old foxes in Bamlett’s Whin. 
Tried Carlton Rush and drew blank, but found at Breckenbro’, and ran to Sion 
and back to ground. Had twenty-one couples of dogs. The weather was fine 


and the scent bad. 


Wednesday, October 22nd. 


Met at Kirklington and drew blank. Found in Camp Hill, but could 
not run a yard. Found again in Low Park Wood, but no scent. Thornton 


Watlass drew blank. Had twenty and a-half couples of bitches. Fine weather. 


Friday, October 24th. 


Met at Brough Hall and found a brace of old foxes at Brough. Tun- 
stall Whin, Thornhills Whin, and Wenlock Wood drew blank. Found an old 
fox outside Colburn Banks and ran past Brough Hall, over Catterick Race- 
course, across the River Swale and the railway at Catterick Bridge, when the 
hounds were stopped from entering Uckerby Whin. A capital gallop of one 
hour and twenty minutes. Had twenty-three couples of dogs. The weather 


was hot and the scent good. 


Saturday, October 25th. 


Met at Leyburn and found Reynard in a covert at the far side of the 
Shawl. Ran over the Moors to Stainton Wood. Afterwards drew Spenni- 
thorne and found an old fox. He ran hard past Burton Constable Station to 
Hauxwell, where we lost him, after sixty-five minutes’ good gallop. Had twenty- 


two couples of bitches. Fine weather and a good scent. 


Monday, October 27th. 


Met at Scruton and found a brace of cubs in Scruton Wood. Ran 
hard with one down to the river opposite Langton Hall, along the river side to 
Grimscar Willow Bed, where he went away in view of the pack and was killed 
in the open at Cross Lanes after a run of fifty minutes. Afterwards tried Old 
Harry and the other top covers, but drew blank, as also did Kirkby Fleetham, 
Fencote Whin, and Oran. Had twenty-four couples of dogs. Weather fine 


and the scent good. 


Wednesday, October 29th. 


Met at Azerley and found and killed a cub. Tried Willow Beds oppo- 
site Hutton Conyers, and Ripon Parks, but drew blank. Afterwards found a 
brace of cubs in Captain Dalton’s Cover, and ran to ground at Azerley. Had 


twenty-three couples of bitches. Fine weather but a wretched scent. 


Friday, October 3 1st. 


Met at Kiplin, found a cub in the Willow Bed, and ran for thirty 
minutes, when we killed him. Several on foot hunted one to Pepper Arden, but 
lost him. Found again in Fellgate Moor, and ran him hard for twenty minutes, 
when he ran to ground at Hutton Bonville. Afterwards found a brace at Thrin- 
toft Whin, but the scent had changed from good to bad. Weather mild.

REGULAR HUNTING. 


Monday, November 3rd, 1884. 


Met at Bedale Hall and found foxes in Bedale Wood. Killed one. 
Thornton Watlass, Mariforth, Eelmire, and Newton Gill drew blank. Had 


twenty-one couples bitches. Weather fine and a fair scent. 


_ Wednesday, November sth. 


Met at Norton Conyers where we found several foxes. Ran one to 
Kirklington Wood and lost him. Found again at Norton Conyers and ran 
down to the river; the hounds were stopped from crossing, Got up to what 
looked like the fox hunted to Kirklington, and killed him. Found again in 
Baldersby Black Wood, but lost him at Wath Village after a good run of forty 
minutes. Had twenty couples of dogs. Fine weather, with the scent fair at first 
then bad. 


- Friday, November 7th. 


Met at Scorton. Drew Bolton Whin and Uckerby Whin blank, but 
found in Cowton Whin, and ran with a bad scent to Dalton Junction, where we 


lost him. Had twenty couples of bitches. Weather rather mild. 


Monday, November roth. 


Met at Newton House and drew all the covers blank till we got to 
Smearholmes, where we found, and ran with a bad scent across Snape Mires to 
the Village, where the fox ran us out of scent, A run of one hour and thirty 


minutes. Had twenty couples of dogs. Mild weather.

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Wednesday, November 12th. 


Met at Sion Hill and found in the Osier Bed. Ran hard down by the 
river to Maunby and over the Wiske to Otterington. Turned to the left through 
Newby Wiske Park and over the railway as if for Solberge. After a run of one 
hour and ten minutes the hounds pulled him down in the open between Maunby 
and Sion Hill. Found again in some rushes by Northallerton, and the 
hounds raced him to ground in thirty minutes. A third fox from the cover by 
the River at Sion Hill ran along the river side to Maunby Village, up to the Big 
Wood at Newby Wiske, turned to the left past Solberge, crossed the Northaller- 
ton and Sinderby Railway, and was headed in the road. The hounds caught a 
view and killed him in the open after a run of fifty minutes. A most capital 
day’s sport. Had twenty and a-half couples of bitches. Weather fine and a 


first-rate scent. 


Friday, November 14th. 


Met at Hutton Bonville, found a brace of foxes in Eighteen Acres and 
ran to ground in the Old Whin. We then went away close to a fox from 
the Railway Cover, crossed the Wiske past Danby Village and Danby Grange, 
through Thrintoft Whin, and to ground close to Yafforth Village, where we 
bolted and killed him after a capital burst of forty-five minutes. Tried Cust’s 
Plantation, Fellgate Moor, Tile Shed, Planting, and Pepper Arden Covers, but 
all drew blank. Found a fox in Reedholme and ran to Hutton Bonville ; lost 
him at Danby Village after a fast twenty minutes’ run. Had seventeen and a- 


half couples of dogs. The weather was fine and dry and the scent good. 


Monday, November 17th. 


Drew the Black Plantation and Osier Bed blank. Found a fox in Low 
Park Wood, and ran up to Peter Wood, past Alborough, on as if for Clifton 
Castle, through the top covers at Thorpe, and killed at Low Park Wood, after a

run of two hours and thirty minutes, Found another fox in Bedale Wood and 
hunted him to the Masham Road, when we gave it up. Had twenty-one couples 


of bitches. Fine weather and good scent. 


Wednesday, November roth. 


Met at Thirsk Hall and found in the Station Whin, but the fox must 
have got to ground. A fox got away from the Carrs the moment the hounds 
were in, and ran hard past Thirsk Station as if for Topcliffe Station, then bore 
to the right past Skipton Wood, and to ground at Breckenbro’, where we bolted 
and killed him after a good run of one hour and fifteen minutes. Found again 
in Bamlett’s Whin, and ran him over Codbeck to Dalton Whin, in the Y. and A. 
country, where the fox waited, but the hounds got away on good terms with him 
and ran hard back to the Thirsk Road, where he was headed and caused a long 
check. He was afterwards hunted slowly to Topcliffe, having afforded us one 
hour and twenty-five minutes’ run to close a capital day. Had sixteen and a-half 


couples of dogs. Weather fine and scent good. 


Friday, November 2tst. 


Met at Langton Hall and found in a field near the Lodge Gates. The 
fox ran past the Hall to Yafforth, where he went to ground. Found again and 
ran from Thrintoft Whin for twenty-five minutes, when he also went to ground. 
Afterwards drew blank at Streetlam Whin and Plantation, Fellgate Moor, and 
Hutton Bonville. Had twenty couples of bitches. A fair scent.- 


Monday, November 24th. 


Met at Hunton and found a brace of foxes in Nila Wood, but there 
was no scent. Found again in Givendale Wood, and Reynard ran up to Half- 


penny House and back past Forty Acres and Givendale Wood, and over nearly 
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the same ground as before. ‘The hounds were stopped at dark after running for 
nearly four hours. Had seventeen and a-half couples of dogs. Fine weather 


and moderate scent. 


Wednesday, November 26th. 


Met at Kirby Hill. Milby Whin and Humberton drew blank, but we 
found a fox at Cundall which gave us a fast run for sixteen minutes before going 
to ground by the Swale. Tried Leckly Carrs and drew blank, but Reynard was 
found at Baldersby, and we had a run for thirty minutes to Leckly, where the 
hounds were stopped at dark. Had seventeen couples of bitches. Weather fine 


and scent good. 


Friday, November 28th. 


Met at Solberge and found a fox in the Osier Bed by the Wiske, which 
he crossed. The hounds raced away over the Northallerton Road and Railway, 
in the Hurworth country, past Thornton-le-Beans and on to Thornton-le-Street. 
After fifty minutes’ run we had a long check, when the hounds hunted on to 
Kilvington and pointed as if for Thirsk Whin, but bore to the right, and marked 
their fox to ground in Mr. Bell’s Old Whin. The total time occupied by this 
run was one hour and forty-five minutes. Drew blank at Breckenbro’, but found 
a good fox at Sion Hill which ran straight to Skipton Bridge, crossed the River 
Swale, and skirted Baldersby and North Whin, where the hounds were stopped 
at dark on the High Street after another run of thirty-five minutes. A most 
capital day’s sport, but hard luck for the hounds. Had seventeen couples of 


dogs. Fine weather and good scent. 


Wednesday, December 3rd. 


Met at Steningford Park and found a fox in Captain Dalton’s covers. 


We ran fast up the wind for twenty-two minutes and killed him in the open. 
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Found again in Ellington Banks, but had to give it up on account of the high 
wind. Had twenty-one couples of bitches. Very mild weather with good up- 


wind scent. 


Friday, December sth. 


Met at Birkby and drew blank in Mr. Horsefall’s covers and Smeaton 
Osier Bed. Found a fox in Fridgedale Wood and killed him. After a blank 
at Pepper Arden Covers a fox got away from Cowton Whin, but ran to ground 
directly. Afterwards tried Uckerby Whin, Bolton Whin, and Kiplin, but each 


drew blank. Had nineteen couples of dogs. Fine weather and fair scent. 


Monday, December 8th. 


Met at Scruton and found in Aiskew Moor Whin, but could do no 
good. Fencote Whin drew blank. Found a fox in Kirby Fleetham Banks; 
ran past Fencote and Killerby Hall and on past Catterick Village, when we 
turned back and killed at Fencote Whin after a run of one hour and forty 
minutes. Had eighteen couples of bitches. ‘The weather was wet and windy 


and the scent moderate. 


Wednesday, December roth. 


Met at Tanfield. Drew blank at Peter Wood, Esellets, Tanfield 
Banks, and Aldborough. Found a fox at Clifton Castle and ran him to ground 
in ten minutes. Went away with another fox with a wretched scent to Low 
Park Wood, and lost him on Snape Mires. Had seventeen and a-half couples 


of dogs. Wet weather. 


Friday, December 12th. 


Met at Brough Hall and found a fox in Dog Kennel Wood. We ran 
up to Colbourn Village, made a wide ring by Scotten Village, and killed him in

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the open. Found again at Hipswell and ran two wide rings past Throstle Gill 
and the Bridge and close to Richmond, and killed him in the River Swale near 
to Colbourn Banks, after a rattling spin of two hours and five minutes. The fox 
was recovered by the huntsman. A capital day’s sport over a first-rate hound 
country. Had seventeen and a-half couples of bitches. Weather fine and scent 


good. 


Monday, December 15th. 


Met at Sinderby Station and drew the Osier Bed at Ainderby Quernhow, 
and Holme Whin without success, but found a fox in Pickhill Wood, which ran 
over the High Street, and we lost him. Found again at Newton House, but 
there was no scent. Afterwards drew blank at Scruton Wood. Had eighteen 


couples of dogs. Stormy weather. 


Wednesday, December 17th. 


Met at York Gate and drew blank at Nitherwick. Found a fox at 
Norton Conyers and raced him to ground in ten minutes. Tried Camp Hill, 
Horse Close Wood, The Whin, and Low Park Wood, but all drew blank. 
Found a brace of foxes in the Warreners, at Thorpe Perrow, and ran to ground 
in ten minutes. The country was badly stopped. Had seventeen and a-half 


couples of bitches. 


Friday, December roth. 


Met at Ainderby Steeple and found a fox in the Willows at Warlaby. 
We ran to Solberge and made a wide ring and ran to ground close to Moreton 
Flat, after a run of one hour and twenty-five minutes. Found again in Thrin- 
toft Whin and ran to the Village left handed, and past Yafforth to ground at 
Danby Wiske, after a smart gallop of thirty-five minutes. Had eighteen couples 
of Dogs. Rainy Weather, fair scent. 
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Monday, December 22nd. 


Met at Leyburn, where there was a fall of snow. Drew Spennithorne, 
and went close to a fox which ran past Danby-upon-Ure, crossed the river, leav- 
ing Jervaulx on the left, and up to Whitton Fell, where we lost him. Found 
again at Mariforth, but could not run a yard. Tried Nildwood, and went away 
at once with a fox which ran as if for Hornby, leaving the covers on his right 
and Thornhills Whin on the left. The hounds were stopped at dark at Haux- 
well, after running for one hour and twenty minutes. A good day’s sport, Had 


seventeen couples of bitches. Weather fine and scent good. 


Wednesday, December 24th. 


Met at Boro’bridge Station and found a short-running fox by the river 
at Newby. The hounds hunted him for one hour and fifteen minutes, when he 
ran to ground at Devonshire Wood. Afterwards tried Hutton Moor, but drew 


blank. Had fourteen couples of dogs. Very mild weather and scent bad. 


Friday, December 26th. 


Met at Hutton Bonville where we found a fox. Ran to Deighton and 
back to Hutton Bonville, past Danby Wiske, through Reedholme with three foxes 
in front of the hounds, on to Cowton Station, and a wide ring past Pepper Arden 
through Frigedale Wood, and headed as if for Forty Acres in the Hurworth 
country, where the hounds were stopped after running for more than three hours. 


Had nineteen couples of bitches. Weather fine and scent fair. 


Monday, December 2oth. 


Met at Thorpe Perrow and found a fox in the High Covers, but there 
was no scent. Found another in Horse Close Wood which ran over Snape 
Mires, and made a ring to Low Park Wood, where we lost him. Had sixteen 


couples of dogs. 
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Monday, January 5th, 1885. 


Met at Hornby Castle and found short-running foxes at Hornby, but 
got no sport. Had twenty-one couples of bitches. Fine weather but a shocking 


scent. 


Wednesday, January 7th. 


Met at Baldersby and found a fox in Black Wood which ran a ring past 
Rainton to Azenby, where we lost him. The other covers at Baldersby were 
tried, also Holme Whin, but all drew blank. A brace of foxes was afterwards 
found in Pick Hill Wood, but there was no scent. Had twenty couples of dogs. 
Weather fine. 


Friday, January oth. 


Met at Kiplin and found a fox but could not run him. All blank at 
Bolton Whin, Uckerby Whin, Cowton Whin, Pepper Arden, and Reedholme. 
A fox got up outside Fellgate Moor, ran hard to Langton Hall Lodge Gates, 
left handed to Hutton Bonville, on as if for East Cowton, and turned towards 
Pepper Arden, where the hounds divided and could not be stopped until quite 
dark at Danby Wiske, after they had been running for nearly an hour as if close 
to their fox. A very hard day. Had eighteen and a-half couples of bitches. 
Weather fine ; the scent was bad during the day but good at night. 


Friday, January 16th. 


Met at Langton Hall and found a fox in Thrintoft Whin which ran to 
Streetlam, where we lost him. Cust’s Plantation and Masterman’s proved blank. 
Afterwards went away with a fox from Streetlam Whin, and ran to Langton 
Village, past Pepper Arden, and on to Kiplin, where we lost him. The scent 


was very moderate. Had nineteen couples of dogs. Weather frosty. 
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Saturday, January 17th. 


Met at Scruton and drew Scruton Woods, Kirkby Fleetham, Oran, and 
Lime Kiln Wood, but all were blank. Found a fox in Goskins, and ran close up 
to Bedale Wood and back to where we found him in thirty-five minutes. About 
the quickest thing ever seen. We then changed foxes, and the run was given 
up in Hornby Park. Had eighteen couples of bitches. The weather was fine 


and the scent good. 


Monday, January 1oth. 


Met at Burneston and at once found a fox in Kirklington Wood. We 
ran over the High Street with a moderate scent to Pickhill Wood and back to 
Carthorp, where we lost him. Got away again without delay from Gatenby 
Wood and ran for one hour and thirty minutes, when the hounds were stopped 


from crossing the river. Had nineteen couples of dogs. 


Wednesday, January 21st. 


Met at Thirsk Hall and found in the Station Whin, but ran to ground 
directly. Got several foxes on foot at Bamlett’s Whin, and went away with one 
to the River Swale, opposite Baldersby, when the hounds were stopped from 
crossing. Tried Breckenbro’ but drew blank. Found another fox at Sion Hill, 
but the hounds had again to be stopped from crossing the river. A very unlucky 
day. Had eighteen couples of bitches. Weather fine and scent bad. 


Wednesday, January 28th. 


Met at Boro’bridge Station and found foxes, but the scent was entirely 


absent. Had sixteen couples of dogs.

Friday, January 3oth. 


Met at Hutton Bonville and had a good show of foxes, but the scent 
was very bad and there was no sport. Had seventeen couples of bitches. The 


weather was stormy. Killed one fox. 


Monday, February 2nd. 


Met at Brough Hall. Tried Brough and Colbourn Banks. Eventually 
found a fox in a rough field outside Tunstall Whin, and ran with a bad scent for 
two hours, when we lost him. Found again at Hornby, but the scent had not 


improved. Had seventeen and a-half couples of dogs. Wet but mild weather. 


Wednesday, February 4th. 


Met at Solberge and found a fox, but could not run a yard. Maunby, 
Newby Wiske, and Sion Hill were each tried but drew blank. Went away at 
last with a fox from Breckenbro’, and ran up to Busby Stoop and on to Sion 
Hill, where he beat the hounds. Had eighteen couples of bitches. Very bad 


SCENE. 


Friday, February 6th. 


Met at Ripon and drew the Studley Coverts blank. Found a fox in 
Helidon Banks, and ran him to ground at Azerley. Found another at Stening- 
ford Park, but there being no scent we had a bad day. Had sixteen and a-half 
couples of dogs. Weather stormy. 


Saturday, February 7th. 


Met at Leyburn and drew Leyburn Shawl, Burton Constable, and Nild 
Wood without success. Found a fox in the Kennel Whin at Hornby, but could 
do no good. Hada pack of bitches. Weather stormy and scent bad. 
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Monday, February oth. 


Met at Jervaulx Abbey and drew Eelmire blank. Found a fox at 
Mariforth Whin which ran a ring past Hunton to where he was found, when we 
lost him. Went away with another fox from Clifton Castle towards Low Park, 
but the weather was so wild that we had to give up. Had sixteen couples of 


dogs. Bad scent. 


Wednesday, February rth. 


Met at Norton Conyers where we found and ran a twisting fox for one 
hour and twenty minutes, when we lost him. Drew blank at Nitherwick and 
Hutton Moor. Found again in Black Wood at Baldersby. Master Reynard 
crossed the river at Calton, and the hounds ran into him at Topcliffe Station 
after a run of twenty-five minutes. Had sixteen couples of bitches. Weather 


fine and scent fair. 


Friday, February 13th. 


Met at Scorton, Found a fox and killed him at Moulton. Uckerby 
Whin was tried but drew blank. A fox started from Cowton Whin, but was lost 
in fifteen minutes. Found again in the Willow Bed at Pepper Arden and ran to 
ground in twenty minutes. Tried Fellgate Moor and Streetlam Whin unsuc- 
cessfully. Found a fox in the Plantation and had a capital twenty minutes’ run, 
before he went to ground at Kiplin.

A cub broke away as if for Hauxwell and ran past Cote House to Scotton, and 
we killed him in the open against Tunstall Whin, after running one hour and five 
minutes. At Hunton another cub was killed. Had twenty-five and a-half er 


of dogs. The weather was warm and the scent good out of cover. 
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Wednesday, September 3oth. 


Met at Sion Hill and found a good show of cubs. We did some good 
work and killed a fox. Had twenty-five and a-half couples of bitches. Wet 


weather and moderate scent.

Met at Thornhills Whin. Tried The Whin and drew blank, but found 
a fox outside and ran him for an hour when he went to ground. He was bolted 
and killed. Found again on the edge of the Moors, but there was no scent with 
him. Wenlock Wood drew blank. Had twenty-five couples of dogs. Weather 


wild and scent fair. 


Monday, October sth. 


Met at Thornton Watlass and got a brace of foxes on foot, but could 
do nothing with them. Found again at Mariforth and ran to Spennithorne. 


Had twenty-four and a-half couples of bitches. Weather wild and scent bad.

Met at Busby Stoop and found a litter at Carlton Rush, We killed a 
brace, one fox in Bamlett’s Whin. Afterwards found some cubs in the Plan- 
tation, and killed one after a run of forty-five minutes.

Met at Pepper Arden, and tried the Covers but drew blank. Found 
three foxes in Reedholme but did no good.

We ran up to 
Leeming Station, turned to the left through Scruton Big Wood, crossed the river 
and left Thrintoft Whin on the right, on through Streetlam Plantation to Whit- 
well, where we lost him, after a slow hunting run of one hour and forty-five 
minutes. Rana fox to ground that we found at Kirkby Fleetham. Had sixteen

Met at Thirsk Station. Found in the Station Whin and ran past Lord 
Cathcart’s straight to Cotcliffe Wood, in the Hurworth Country in fifty minutes. 
Another fox was got on foot at Woodend, but there was no scent. Had twenty- 
two couples of bitches. The weather opened fine but afterwards turned very 


wild and rainy ; the scent was good at first. Ran one to ground. 


Thursday, December 3rd.

Went away with another from Tunstall Whin and lost him at 
Hornby. Found again in Langthorne and raced across Hornby Park, past 
Bainesse, and lost him on Catterick Race-course. Had seventeen couples of 


dogs. Fine weather and fair scent. 


Monday, December 14th. 


Met at Leeming Station and found a fox in Pitt Bottoms which ran to 
Camp Hill, and was lost. Went away with another from Horse Close Wood, 
and ran very hard for twenty-five minutes to Snape Castle, where the hounds 
were stopped on account of the shooting at Thorpe Perrow next day. Found 
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a fox in Camp Hill which ran as if for Norton Conyers, back through Kirkling- 
ton Wood and on to Snape Mires, where the hounds were stopped at dark after 
running for one hour and twenty-five minutes. Had twenty-three couples of 


bitches. Weather fine and scent good. 


Wednesday, December 16th. 


Met at Boro’bridge Station and found at once in the Whin. We ran 
through the Park and Devonshire Wood and left Hutton Moor Covers on the 
right and on to Witherwick, where we killed, after running for one hour and 
twenty-five minutes. Had seventeen and a-half couples of dogs. Fine weather 


and moderate scent. 


Friday, December 18th. 


Met at Atley Hill and tried Fridgedale Wood, Smeaton Willow Bed, 
and Mr. Horsefall’s Covers, and drew blank. Found a fox at Hutton Bonville 
and ran hard to Deighton, where the hounds were lost for a time. Had twenty- 


three couples of bitches. Weather foggy and scent fair. 


Saturday, December roth. 


Met at Ainderby Hall and got a brace of foxes on foot at Solberge, 
but could do no good. Found again at Newby Wiske and ran back through the 
Solberge Covers to Yafforth, where we lost him. Had sixteen and a-half couples 


of dogs. Stormy weather and moderate scent. 


Monday, December 21st. 


Met at Bedale Hall and found in Bedale Wood. We ran with a mode- 
rate scent as if for Masham, and lost him. Drew blank at Clifton, but found in 
a winney pasture outside Mariforth, No scent. Had twenty-one couples of

scent bad. 


Thursday, March 2oth. 


Met at Ainderby Steeple and got on toa stale line outside Thrintoft, 
stopped hounds. Found a fox at Hutton Bonville and ran hard over the Wiske, 
through the bottom of Reedholme, leaving Pepper Arden and Scorton on the 
right, to the left past Ellerton, across the Swale, and headed as if for Brough,

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but turned to the left past the Manor House, and killed him in the open outside 
Lime Kiln Wood after a clinking gallop of one hour and fifteen minutes. Had 


fourteen couples of bitches. Fine weather and good scent. Ran one to ground. 


Saturday, March 31st. 


Met in Bedale Market Place. Drew a plantation close to Exelby, and 
found at Low Park Whin and ran to Kirklington, but a snow storm came on and 
stopped us. Drew Smearholmes blank. Had fourteen couples of dogs. 


Snowy weather and bad scent. 


Monday, April 2nd. 


Met at Scruton Hall. Tried Scruton, Kirkby Fleetham, Oran, and 
Brough, but all drew blank. Found a fox at Tunstall Whin but there was no 
scent. The weather got very mild. Had fourteen and a-half couples of bitches. 


Fine weather and moderate scent. 


Wednesday, April 4th. 


Met at the Bedale Hunt Inn. Found a fox at Baldersby and ran to 
Hutton Moor and lost him. Found again at Baldersby and ran him to ground.

Catterick Races took place on these days and the hounds did not hunt. 
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Saturday, April 7th. 


Met on Catterick Race Course. Drew blank in Moulton Plantation. 
Found a fox in Uckerby Whin and ran him to ground. Found again at Cowton 
Whin and ran hard to ground towards Scorton. Got another fox on foot and 
ran him to ground on the Forest Farm. Ran another from Thrintoft Whin to 
ground in Ainesley’s Earths. Had sixteeen couples of bitches. Fine weather 


and fair scent. 
Monday, April 9th. 


Met at Jervaulx. Found a fox outside Ellenstring Plantation and ran 
to Hackfall in fifty-five minutes over a capital country. We changed foxes and 
ran on to Azerley and lost him. Had fourteen couples of dogs. Fine weather 


and good scent. 


Wednesday, April 11th. 


Met at Colburn and tried Colburn Banks, Hipswell, Badger Gill, over 
the Moors to Dobby’s Grave, Thornhill’s Whin, Tunstall Whin, Brough, and 
Kirkby Fleetham, but did not find. A blank day. Had fifteen and a-half 
couples of bitches. Wild weather. 


Friday, April 13th. 


Met at Thirsk Station and ran a fox from the Station Whin to Kilving- 
ton and lost him. Drew Woodend and Breckenbro’ blank. Found again in 
Bamlett’s, Whin. A wretched scenting day. Had fourteen couples of dogs. 
Wild weather and bad scent. 


Wednesday, April 18th. 


Met at Jervaulx. Drew Ellenstring and Heelmire blank. Had a 


mixed pack of eighteen couples. Weather, rain in torrents.
